‘edly, I particularly except againft the whole 
Band of Mock-Patriots. And my. Reafon is, 
becaufe this Race of Men will of courfe pre- 
fer that Scheme, whatever ‘it be, which can fur- 
nifh them with the moft lafting Fund for Oppo- 
fition and Complaint. Now it is evident, that 
our Conjunction with North- America, upon any 
Terms, and under any or every Modification, 
will not fail of becoming an inexhauttible Source 
of Altercation and Reproach, let whatever Meéa- 
fures be purfued. For Example: had the Mi- 
niftry propofed at firft that very Scheme, which 
Mr. Burke has now thought proper to recomi- 
mend, the Heads of the Faction, and even Mr. 
Burke himfelf (if he had not been a Penfioner 
to Worth- America) would moft probably have

own Prefervation and Profperity are derived. 
And then the popular Cry would have been, 
that a wicked and a profligate Adminiftration 
were going to facrifice the Honour and Dignity 
of the British Crown, and the dear-bought 
Rights and Privileges of the Briifb Nation, to 
American Gold, and American ingratitude. 


Then we fhould have been told (and every Town 


and Country News paper would have echoed and 
re-echoed the Tale) that America was the Proper- 
ty of Great-Britain by every poflible and legal 
Claim ;—by Right of Difcovery,—Right of Oc- 
oy anch SRiont of Pofleffion,—uninterrupted 
Prefcription, Communication of Benefits, 
Participation of Pofts of Honour, and Places of 
Profit,—general Protection,—never-ceafing De- 


fence, &c. &e. Andthen we fhould have been 


told with peculiar Emphafis, that this new- 
fangled, minifterial Scheme of erecting fo many 
new Parliaments, all co-ordinate with each other, 
under one general Monarch, was not only a no- 
torious Breach of the Exgli/fh Conttitution, and 
utterly repugnant to the Law of the Land;— 
but was alfo a deep-laid, diabolical Contrivance 
to fubjugate thefe petty Parliaments, one after 
another, and all in their Turns, to the irrefifti- 
ble Power of one great Defpot:—In fhort, then 
it would have been faid (and with great Ap- 
pearance of Truth) that divide et impera was 
the minifterial Maxim ;—and that, ‘what. was. 


# 
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done, or going to be done in America, was only 
the Omen and Prelude to the like fatal Efta- 
blifhments here in Britain. For the next Step 
would be (and upon a Pretence full as cocd, 
and altogether as conftitutional) to break to 
Pieces the united Force of the Briti/h Parlia- 
ment, by erecting one diminutive Affembly of 
States at Edinburgh, another at York, a third at 
London, and a fourth at Bath, or Exeter, or 
fomewhere in the Weft: And then, partly by 
flattering and cajoling,—partly by Bribes or 
Bullying,—by exciting their Hopes, or their 
Fears at one Time,—~and their Jealoufies at 
another,—and by playing off each of thefe puny

neceflarily become omnipotent;—and then fare- 
well to the Liberties of Old England. 
gdly, I object alfo againft all thofe of what- 
ever Denomination, from the roaring Patriot in 
the Senate, to the miferable Scribbler in the 
Garret, who are the Penfioners of France, or 
Spain, or of any other rival Power: I fay, I 
object againtt their being Judges in this Dif- 
pute, becaufe the very intent of their receiving 
Pay 1s to promote Difcord, and to cherifh Fac- 
tion;——-and becaule they cannot earn their 
Wages ait more Facility, or with furer Succefs 
to their- Employers, than by. patronizing fuch 
Secane as will neceffarily keep up the Dif- 
putes between Great-Britain and her Colonies, 
Ree Biz But 
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Burt here the Smartnefs of Debate (to ufe one 
of Mr. Burke’s very {mart Expreffions) will be 
apt to fay, “* Who are thofe Perfons againft 
«© whom your infinuations are levelled? Name 
¢ them, if you are able: And as you ought to 
«© be furnifhed with the moft pofitive Proofs, 
s¢ before you are intitled to throw out fuch In- 
«© yeétives, give them to the Public, in order

To all which ftrong Words I would beg 
Leave to fuggeft the following Anfwers.

bay, OFA wicked Scheme being in Agitation, with- 
out being able to prove, who are the Perfons 
 éoncerned in it. Itis not ufual for the Guilty 
~ to call upon the Innocent to flep forwards and 
-~ be their Accufers: Nor can it be expected, 


that the Names of the Confpirators fhould be 
“the fir Thing in any Confpiracy which is to be 
Brousht to Light. Indeed, generally fpeaking, 
this is the laft Part of any Plot, or of any bad 
Defign, which can be fully known, or legally 
afcertained. And therefore, if either the Ex- 
perience of former Times, or the Nature of the 
Cafe, can afford probable Reafons, and circum- 
ftantial Evidence, in Support of this Affertion, 


That there are Numbers of Penfioners to Toreign 
Powers 
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Powers now among us-———furely we have ob- 
tained all the Proofs that are neceffary at pre- 
fent towards eftablifhing a general Belief of the 
Fact (which is the only Point here contended 
for); and we muft leave to Time, that great 
Difcoverer of political Machinations, to unravel 
the reft. 

Wuererore, 2dly, Let it be obferved, that 
the Hiftory of this very Country furnifhes us 
with ftriking Examples in Confirmation of the 
above Affertion. Particularly during the memo- 
rable Reigns of Cuarzzs the Second, and 


Wituram the Third; that is, juft before, and 


juft after the Revolution, there were many venal 
Lnglifomen, both in the Senate and out of it, 


the Penfioners of France; who, to be fure, » 
‘meant nothing by what they faid or did on thefe 
Occafions, and for fuch Pay, but the Goody of 


their dear bleeding Country; who the refore 
ftormed and thundered, fpcechified and ha- 
rangued, printed and publithed out of pure, 
difinterefted Zeal for the Welfare of poor Old 
England! | Fay 
Hence therefore I infer, 3dly, That the Tike 
may happen again, or rather has happened. al- 
ready, unlefs it can be fhewn, either, that 
France and Spain want no fuch Agents at pre- 
fent; or if they did, that they cannot now, as 


‘heretofore, find them here in Britain. In re- 


‘pare to the frft of thefe Pofitions, whofoever 
will 


are 
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will give himfelf the Trouble to examine coolly 
and impartially into the flender Reafons alleged 
on our Parts, for beginning two of the moft 
bloody and deftruétive Wars that ever were 
known, will find fufficient Caufe to believe, 
that thofe Powers. will always think it to be 
more for their Interefts, to cut out Work at 
Home for thefe reftlefs and turbulent Ifanders 
(as they are pieafed to call us) than to let us be 
at Peace among ourlelves, left that Circumftance 
ihould give us an Opportunity of picking 
Quarrels with our Neighbours. And moft cer- 
tain it is, that both the former Spanifh (or the 
iNo-Search) War, and.the latter French (or the 
Acadia and Obie) War, were begun and carried 
en principally with a View to promote the im- 
mediate Interefts of the Northern Colonies ; the 
former to protect their Smugelers, when hover- 
ing about the Coaits, and when actually trading 
in the prohibited Ports of the Spanifh-Weft- 
Indies; and the latter, (a War, alas! begun, 


-without fo much as a Declaration of War!) to 


do, I know not what! unlefs it was to enable 
the grateful Colonies to rebel againft the Mo- 
ther-Country, perhaps a Generation or two 
fooner than otherwife they would have done. 
But be that as it may, one Thing is certain, and 
beyond Difpute, that the more we are embroiled 
among ourfelves, the lefs Caufe will the other 
Powers of Europe have to fear our giving them 

) wit , any 
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any Difturbance: And that 20,0001. or 30,000 b 
a Year fpent in Bribes and Penfions, properly 
difpofed, to raife an Oppofition againit Govern- 
ment, and to inflame the Populace again their 
Rulers, will do more effectual Service to the 
Courts of france and Spain, than Thirty Times 
thefe Sums laid out in manning Fleets, or equip- 
ping Squadrons, or preparing and embarking 
‘Troops for an Invafion. 

Ir therefore thefe Points are fo felf-evident, 
as not to be denied, the only Queftion now re- 
maining is this, Can it be fuppofed, or is it cre- 
dible, that a popular Briti/b Senator, a Briti{h 
Pamphleteer, or a Briti/h News-writer, in an 
Age fo pure and uncorrupt as ours, would ac- 
cept of a Bribe, or a Penfion on fuch difho- 
nourable Conditions? And are not all thefe il- 
luftricus Perfonages either of fuch well-known 
independent Fortunes, or of fuch fpotlefs Cha- 
racters, and approved Virtue, as to be fuperior 
to any Temptation of this Sort? Now here I 
fay nothing, but chufe to be filent; and ear- 
neftly entreatevery Reader to judge for himfelf. 
Indeed there was a Time, when a Text of fa-

* In the Year of the Rebellion 1745, and for many 


Years afterwards, the London Evening Poff (now a Re- 


publican) was then a flaming /accéite Papers During 
which Period the Author of thefe Tratis had frequently the 
Honour of being abufed by him, under the Character of a 
loav-church, fanatical, Oliverian Whig. Once in particular 
(above 20 Years ago) he was complimented in the high- 
flown Strain of fofah ben Tucker ben Fudas Ifeariot. Vhe 
Times are’now greatly altered; and {fo is the Tone of the 
Abufe..

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4thly, I expreisly except againft all Perfong 
of Republican Principles for very obvious Rea- 
fons; for though they dignify themfelves by the 
Name of Wuies, | "yet. as they, are not. the ges 
nuine, confitutional Whigs of this Kingdom, but 
an unnatural Superfeetation, and. the avowed. 
Enemies of the Britifb Conftitution, they ought 
not to be allowed to fit in Judgment in a Britih. 
Caute. They are, it is well- known, the pros. 
fefled Advocates for continuing and cementing 
the Union between, Gregt-Britein and her Colo- 
nies; and yet they with, above all Things, to 
fee thefe Colonies totally exempt from, and ins 
dependent of, the Pawer and JurifdiGion of the 
ritifo Legiflature. Now, how are we to re 
concile ete glaring Contradictions ? And what 
is the Reafon for profefling fuch a pr epofterous 
Zeal for America, in Preference both to the 
Interefts, and Honour, of their native Country? 
The Reafon is this: —T hey think, that by che- 
rifhing and protecting a Republican Government 
in the Colonies, they are paving the Way for in- 
troducing a, fimilar Eftablifhment. into Great 
Britain. Therefore Republicifin is the Bond of 
Union between thefe unnatural Exglifbmen and 
their Fellow-Labourers of America: Republicifin, 
I fay, [pardon the Ule of a new Word; where 
the Language doth not afford a better] is:made 
the commen Caufe for uniting Perfons oi the moft 
difcordant Interefts, and different Inclinations i ia 
other eipetts | 
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Anp I will add, as an Illuftration of this Mat- 
ter, and to fhew how far certain Perfons will go 
to obtain their Ends, that the Republicans in 
the Reigns of Cuarztis Il. James H. and 
Wittram III. joined the Conftitutionalifts in 
bringing about the Revolution, chiefly with the 
Hopes, that a Prince who owed his Election to 
the Voice of the People, might the eafier be 
dethroned by the fame People, whenever they 
could get them into the Mood to do it, whether 
with, or without a Caufe. For the very Sound 
of Monarchy, however limited, or however well 
adminiftered, is grating to their Ears. They 
cannot bear to think, that one Man, or one Fa- 
mily, fhould be fo much exalted above them/elves, 
in Contradi@tion to their darling Maxim. of a 
waturaL Equarity. And this Scheme for 
laying the Foundation of a ew and equal Re- 
public, is what the Republicans really intend by 
ufing the Phrafe Revolution-Principles at this 
Day. In fhort, we have now the moft authen- 
tic Proofs, that their Predeceffors of old tried 
all Means in their Power, and even applied to 
the Court of France firft to prevent, and then to 
defeat the Revolution, and to fet up a Repub- 
lican Form in its ftead; alleging that it was 
more for the Intereft of that Court to have a 
Republican Government take place in England; 
fomewhat after the Example of that of Holland, 
than any Kind of Monarchical Conititution ;

—apaintt Big snared Patriots on every Account,— 
againft the Penfioners of foreign Powers,—and 
againtt rank Republicans ;—my able Requett 
is, that the Cauile between Mr. Burke and me 
may be tried by the Lanpip INTEREST ONLY.

The 
Reafon is obvious :—-There are a Multitude of 
little States or Parliaments within the Territo- 
ries of the Houle of Aufiria yethe States of 
Auftria, (not to mention the feveral fill jeffer 
States in the Netherlands ) the States of Bohemia, 
States of Hungary, of Ti ranfi luania, Stiria, Carin- 
thia, Carniola, &c. &c. But all thefe petty 
States, or Parliaments, being totally independent 
of, and confequently Competitors with, and Ré- 
vals to each other, never can aét in Concert, or 
purfue one general Plan, or attend to one com- 
mon Intervet :—So that the Power of the. Prince, 
which would have been too weak to, have con 
tended with them all, if all had been UNITED 
(like the parliament sof Great Britain) An one 
compat, and general Body,—becomes an Over- 
snatch for any one of them fingly and disjointed 
from the reft :—And >this. is the true Reafon,

nate with her own; and at the fame Time

But why do T labour to prove this Point ?

And 
it might be eafily gathered from the whole Turn

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alty and Rebellion) never yet difgraced the 
Annals of the World! And it feems to be re- 
ferved as a Mark of Infamy peculiar to the pre- 
fent Age, and our modern Race of Patriots, that 
while the Prince on the Throne is inceffantly 
endeavouring to keep his People free, and to 
fecure their Fresddm more and more by all pro- 
per and conftitutional Meafures, fuch Numbers 
fhould be found amongft his Subjects, who are 
equally induftrious to thwart his truly patriotic 
Defigns, and to rufh headlong into Slavery. 
Bur as Providence very lotcg brings. the 
oreateft Good out of the worft of Evils, ie us 
not defpair, but that thefe very Attempts, 
wicked and unnatural as they are, may be the 
Means of uniting all honeft, and well-inten- 
tioned Men the firmer together, in order to fup- 
port, and even ‘to ftrengthen the prefent Confti- 
tution. For Example, the two great Iflands of 
Britain and Ireland, which are only feparated by 
a narrew Sea, ought not to be feparated at all 
by different Governments, Laws, or Parlia- 
ments. No good Reafon upon Earth can be 
given for ay) 1a Separation: And it has long 
been the ardent Wifh of every true Patriot in 
both Nations, to fee them united. Indeed, the 
beft that can be faid for the Continuance of the 
\ prefent abfurd Syftem is, that the City of Dub- 
lin would be a Sufferer by the Removal of the 


Court and Parliament —} fay, this is the very 
beft 
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beft Areument which can be urged: And yet this 
has no Foundation at all, but in the Prejudices 
of the Populace, who are almoft perpetually. 
miftaking their own Interefts. Even the City 
of Dublin would be a very great Gainer by fuch 
a Removal; for it would acquire Indufiry in 
Exchange for Idlene/s; and then the Hands of 
its Tradefmen, by being the Hands of the Dil- 
gent, would enrich each other: by reciprocal Em- 
ployment ;—the Hands, I fay, of thofe very 
Tradefmen, who, in their prefent State, are al- 
moft as poor, as the pooreft in the King- 
dom.—That this is the natural and neceflary 
Courfe of Things, and not an idle Theory, or 
vifionary Speculation, I appeal to Fad and daily 
Experience ;—and I appeal, not only to the Cafe 
of Edinburgh, which 1s now three Times, at leaft, 
as rich and flourifhing, as when it was the Refi- 
dence of a Court, and of a Parliament; but I 
appeal alfo to almoft every Town in Ireland: 
Cork, and Belfaft for Example, have neither 
Courts, nor Parliaments; and yet their Mer- 
chants, Manufacturers, and Traders are much 
richer in Proportion to their Numbers, than 
thofe of Dublin: And what is ftill more extra- 
ordinary, thofe little Towns, which once thought | 
themfelves happy in procuring Barracks to be 
erected among them, in order to obtain, as they 
fondly imagined, she Benefit of a great Flow of 
Money, are now periectly convinced, that Towns 

ee without 
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without Barracks, or Towns from which Bar- 
racks have been removed, are in a much more’ 
flourifhing Condition, than thofe which have 
them.—Of fo mifchievous a Tendency is the 
Circulation of Money, when it becomes the 
Means of introducing Idlenefs, and of prevent- 
ing Induftry. For, reafon as long as you will 
on the Subject, the actual State of Things will 
ever prove itfelf to be this, that Idlenefs is the 
Parent of Poverty, and Induftry the only Source 
of real Riches. 

But, my Lords and Gentlemen, this is not 
all, and my Scheme of an Union with Ireland is 
calculated not only to introduce Wealth, and to 
prevent Idlenefs in the fingle City of Dublin; but 
alfo to diffufe conftitutional Strength and Firm- 


nefs, and to create a Stability and Compactnefs 


throughout the whole Empire: Whereas Mr. 
Burke's has as neceflary a Tendency to weaken 
and disjoin every Part of it, and to fow Jealoufies 
and Diffenfions both at Home and Abroad, in 
the Mother-Country, and in the Colonies:— 
The unavoidable Confequence of which would 
be at the laft, arbitrary and defpotic Power. In 
one Word, the true Motto for my Scheme 1s, 
Vis unita fortior,; and for his Divide et impera. 
Judge therefore, as Men who are more deeply 
concerned in preferving and improving the pre- 
fent Conftitution, than any Clafs of men what- 
ever;--judge, I fay, whether Mr. Bur xe’s Scheme 

6 or 
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or mine, in regard to America, ought to have the 
Preference. You have every Means of Infor- 
mation now at your Command: Your Birth, your 
Rank, and Education, lift you up much above 
the Prejudices of the Vulgar; whilft your patri- 
monial Eftates and ample Fortunes f{creen you 
from a Multitude of thofe Temptations, to which 
other Men are grievonfly expofed. And yet, my 
Lords and Gentlemen, let me tell you, that if 
you will not exert: yourfelves on this trying Oc- 
cafion, in fome Degree proportionate to the Im- 
portance of the Gants now before you, perhaps 
it may never be in your Power to exert yourfelves 
hereafter, when you will with moft ardently to 
do it. Remember, therefore, I befeech you, 
the Words, the emphatic, and perhaps even the 
prophetic, Words of a celebrated Partifan, whofe 
Name I need not mention :—** Why, Gentle- 
*< men, will not you, who are Méen of great Land- 
“ed Kftates, take an active Part in the prefent 
*< Difputes? Your Neutrality, I do affure you, 
“¢ will not protect you. For if you will ftill re-

InpgEpD the Eftates of the Church, we all 

know, will fall the firft Sacrifice, fhould the 

Republican 
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Republican Party now prevail. But neverthe- 

lefs, if you, my Lords and Gentlemen, fhould 

be fo weak as to imagine, that Matters will 
{top there; and that your own large Poficflions, 

your fplendid Titles, your hereditary Honours, 

and ample Privileges will efcape unhurt, amidit 

that general Wreck of private Property, and 
Crufo of Subordination, which will neceffarily 
enfue; you will be wofully miftaken:—And T 
muft bee Leave to fay, that you will have pro- 
fited but very little, by what has been fo well 
written in the Annals of this very Country, for 
your Inftruction and Admonition. For depend 
upon it, the Ufe of Commitice-Men, and the 
Bufinefs of Sequefrators are not yet forgot; de- 
pend upon it, I fay, that Ways and Means are 
{till to be found out, for the loweft of the Peo- 
ple to get at the Pofieftion of the greateft of 
your Eftates, as well in thefe, as in former Times. 
Their Appetites are equally keen:—-And if thefe 
hunery Patriots fhould fucceed, after fuch an 
Example is fet before your Eyes, who are you 
to blame but yourfelves ?>—In one Word, you 
know, or ought to know, that even the tender 
Mercies of a Republic are cruel. Or, if you are 
not yet convinced of the Truth of this Affertion, 
look abroad into the World; nay, look into what 
is now doing by the Republican Congreffes in 
America, and then fee how you would approve 
fuch Men as thefe for your MasTers.

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HiE RE -vuererore I willingly clofe the 
whole Difpute between Mr. Burke and me: 
And I moft chearfully fubmit the Decifion of 
his important Queftion to thofe (but to thofe 
only ) who are the beft qualified, the moft able, 
and the moft.concerned to decide impartially. 
What therefore is to follow in this Treatife, is 
to be confidered rather ex abundanti, than as 
{trictly neceflary for the Support of my Argu- 
ment, and the Confutation of my Opponent. 
Yet, {eeing that the following Points may ferve 
to elucidate fome of the former, and feeing that 
fo much has been faid, and fuch confident 
Boaftings have been uttered, concerning the 
Advantages, and even the Immenfity of the 
Colony Trade; I will enter the more particu- 
larly into thefe Matters. 
 Anp firft of all, and previous to any Enquiry 
into the Fact, I enter a folemn Proteft againft 
the difingenuous Artifice, fo often practifed by 
the Partifans of America, viz. That of BEGGING 
THE Question. ‘They beg the Queftion, when 
they take for granted, that if America were fepa- 
rated from Great Britain, all commercial Inter- 
courfe would ceafe between the two Countries. 
For this is the very Point, which they ought to 
have proved, inftead of taking it for eranted. 
And prove it they never can, till they fhall have 
firft demonftrated, that the Americans will no 
jonger adhere to their own Intereft, when they 
Mt fhall 


frequently reprefented as being very inconfider- 
_able, and of {mall Importance ; I have for this 
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fhall be difanited from us. A difficult Tafk 
this! In regard to which, they will find all the 
World to be Unbelievers. Indeed I have al- 
ready fo effectually filenced this Plea in my 
Fourth Tract, from Page 203 to Page 220, 
fad Edit. printed for RivineTon, c.] that I 
hope I may be excufed from repeating the fame 
Things. And as the Arguments there urged 
have never been attempted to be an{fwered, not- 
withftanding fo much Good- Will to do it, and 
that my Opponents moft certainly would do it, 
if they ‘could, the natural Conclufion is, tbat 
ibey are UNANSWERABLE, 

Tuzaerore I now enter upon the Subject 
itfelf; and as the Trade to Holland and Germany 
(and more particularly to Hanover) hath been 
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very reafon, felected this Trade from others, to, 
maake it the Subject of our Comparifon, with the 
Trade to all the revolted Provinces of Nortb- 
America. 
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CCORDING to the above State of the 
£% Account, the Sum Total of the Value of 
the Exports to Holland and Germany alone, du- 
ting a Period of nine Years, exceeded that to all 
the [prefent revolted] Provinces of North Ame- 
rica, by no lefs than 10,2 33,1032. 75. 7d, which 
is more than onz-TH1RD. ef the Whole. And 
yet this very Period was more favourable to 
American Exports than any other: 1ft, Becaufe 
during this Period there was the createft Emi- 
eration from Europe to America, and particu- 
larly from Holland and Germany, that can be re- 
membered; and each Emigrant, if a Cuftomer 
to England, whilft refident in Lurope, not, only 
{wells the American Account by his Removal, - 
but alfo finks the European: So that he atts 
in a double Capacity, by adding Weight to 
one Scale, and by fubracting, at leaft an 
equal, if not a greater, from the other :—a2dly, 
Becaufe, dtiring this Period, the Colonifts, 
and more efpecially the four New England Go- 
vernments, were preparing for a Non: Importation 
Syftem; and therefore were ftoring their Ma- 
gazines with ereat Quantities of Goods to ferve 
for many Years, This Circumftance ‘appears 
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on the very Face of the Beeaunt: —And, 3dly, 
Becaufe the Bufinefs of Commercial Purrine, 
during this Period, was carried, by the Parti« 
fans of America, to a greater Height than ever, 

in order to make the American Trade appear to 
be of much more Confequence to this Nation, 


than it really is—To explain this Artifice of 


Commercial Puffing, to fuch Perfons who are 
not converfant in the Progrefs of Commercial 
Laws, I muft beg their Attention to the follow- 
ing fhort Narrative—Formerly the Kings of 
England eftablifhed certain Duties or Taxes 
(generally Five per Cent. ad Valorem) both on 
the Import and Export of Goods, merely by vir- 
tue of their own Prerogative, and, as it was the 
univerfal Praétice for every Prince to act in the 


fame Manner, thefe Duties, or cuffomary Pay- 
ments, were therefore called the Customs,—the 


Place where thefe Duties-were paid, the Cujiom- 


Houfe, and the Officers. who collected them the 


Cuftom-Houfe Officers. In Procefs of Time, the 
Subjects gained a little more Liberty; fo that the 
Duties which-were-originally impofed by virtue 
of the mere Prerogative of the Crown, were 


afterwards collected by the Authority of an Meee 
_or 4és of the whole Legiflature. 
Anp yet, notwith{tanding this Change of Aru: 
thority, there waswery little Alteration in the Syf. 
tern of Taxation: For Exports as wellas Jmports 
(in thofe Days of commercial, Blindnefs) paid a,

Duty of about Five per Cent. * ad V alorem, as low 
down as the Reigns of Cuaruezs I]. and James 
i; —King Witiiam was the firft Prince who 
had a true Notion of introducing wife and bene. 
ficial Regulations into the Syftem of Exporta- 
tion: For he caufed the Duties to be taken off 
from the Exports of Exglifb Woollen Manufac- 
tures, and of a few other Articles: Queen Anne 
followed his good Example, and extended the 
fame politic Syftem a little farther: But it was 
referved to the Reign of Gzorcs I. and to the 
Adminiftration of that great and able Minifter, 
Sir Ropert Watpote (whom the Traders, and 
the Populace ‘always abufed), to enrich this 
Country by Means of a general Syftem of judi- 
cious “Taxes, and falutary commercial Regula- 


tions. For in one fingle Act of Parliament in 
“the Year 1722 (8th of G.I-Chap, 15,),, there 
were about 196 Taxes repealed [fee Croucn’s 
Book of Rates], Taxes which had been injudici- 
oufly laid, partly on Raw Materials coming in, 


® Queen ELizaseTu ‘fometimes raifed this Duty to 20 
and 25 per Cents by Orders and) Warrants iffued from hee 
Privy Council; that is, by her own fole and abfolote Au- 
thority.

And with refpect to. that 
whichis ufed and confumed at Home, when the 
many Frauds attending it, together with the Ex- 
pence of collecting, are. taken j into the Account,’ 
the clear Balance will not be, i in. any Degree, fo 
reat as 1s is vulgarly imagined. 
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Bur eranting, that this Branch of the Reve- 
nue is confidérable, nay that it is very confider- 
able; yet there are'a few unlucky Quetftions to 
be afked on this Head, which it will puzzle Mr.

For tho’ it was undeniably © 
their Intereft to have abandoned all the Pro- 
vinces which they held in France, yet they never 
gave up one of them, till they were compelled 
to it by Force of Arms. Now indeed, and at 
this Diftance of Time, we fee clearly, that our 
Forefathers were wretched Politicians in en- 
deavouring to retain any one of the French Pro- 
vinces, which, if it was a little one, would bea 
continual Drain, and perhaps an increafing Ex- 
pence; and if it was a great one, might grow 
up to be a Rival, and become the Seat of Em- 
pire.
